(By Universal Service) | 


WASHINGTON, April 16.-—Inecreas- 
ing employment throughout the | 
United States as evidence of steadily 
growing prosperity was revealed to- 
day in reports compiled by the de- 
partment of labor. 


Summarizing the reports. the de- | 
| partment points out that ‘the general | 
upward trend in employment noted | 
in February continued during March" 
and that “Industrial employment con- | 
ditions existing in the country today | 
can be described as satisfactory.” | 

Generally speaking, the department 
asserts, the volume of unemployment 
today is ‘not more than that usually

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IMPORTED ART 


Europe is deptoring the loss of its art works to America. A 
London publication complains thus: 

“Our own artistic treasures are pouring across the Atlantic at 
a portentous rate. Two million pounds’ worth of pictures and 

‘antique furniture alone were sold in London for America last year, 
and the. total since the war has been estimated at nearly $55,000,- 
000. Soon there may be no ‘‘old masters’ in England outside the 
public galleries. All the private collections will have been trans- 
terred to the other side.” 

It may’ be unfortunate for Europe to trade its artistic master- 
pieces for American dollars, although from this side of the water 
it looks as if Europe needs money more than art. By the same 
token, America needs art more than money. But all this importa- 
tion of “‘old masters” is at least as unfortunate for the New World 
as for the Old. 

It over-emphasizes old art works, which often are famous only 
because they are old, and so tends to fasten false artistic standards 
upon the New World. It distracts attention from_our modern, native 
art and discourages our artists. 

There is many a picture produced right -here in this country 
today. by American talert, that by any sound standard of art is 
worth more than faded old canvases for which American millionaires 
pay fortunes, but for which its creator can hardly obtain one dollar 
to a thousand squandered for the old.
